Still Are Non-Voters

And this time next year they will have
come up to their own mark (n that respect,
which is saying ~ good deal,

do not mean, of course, the mark of
the mnjority of women—for the m. ority of
women are still about where *he men have
been contant to be politically, “‘away back
and sitting down." But the mark of at-
tainment set b, the women who ecare
politically {s very high Indeed,

And since they do care and are able women,
and now have rights ns well as right to spur
them on, I venture to predict that they will
